KUWAIT (UPI). — Kuwait an- 
nounced yesterday it will begin ne- 
gotiations next week to complete 
nationalization of its oll industry. 
Representatives from the British 
Petroleum Company (BP) and the 
Gulf Oil Corp. have been summoned 
to Kuwait for the talks to transfer 
their 40 per cent interests in the 
Kuwait Oil Company (KOC) to the 
Government, 

“Kuwait has decided to completely 
own the oil industry on its terri- 
tory,” Mahmoud Al-Adassany, Un- 
dersecretary for Oil, told newsmen. 

The world's fourth largest oil ex- 
porter, Kuwait announced last Ja- 
nuary that it intended to move from 
60 to 100 per cent control over KOC 
in line with similar moves by other 
oil producers, notably Saudi Arabia, 
the United Arab Emirates and Qa- 
tar. Together, the four Gulf states 
Produced more than two-thirds of 
all the oil exported by the Arabs to 
the West last year. 

The announcement that the talks 
would begin next week was made si- 
™multaneously in Kuwait and Algiers, 
where Oil Minister Abdel Molttdleb 
Kazim! is attending the Organiza- 
tion of Peroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries (Opec) summit.

WASHINGTON. — A Pentagon 
spokesman confirmed yesterday 
that 80 Israeli soldiers had re- 
cently arrived in the U.S. to 
begin advanced training for the 
aephisticated Lance. srt ποιὸν 
surface missile.

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State Comptroller on Nat’l Petroleum Company 
Conflicting interests, inflated 


salaries and expense accounts

A carefully worded report on the 
Natlonal Petroleum Company,. re- 
leased by the State Comptroller's 
Office yesterday, lays the blame for 
the firm’s serious shortcomings at 
the feet of its directors. 

The Government company's main 
activity of the past few years was 
its sale of oll prospecting rights in 
the North Sea and Africa. This 
sale was negotiated by the firm's 
manager, Zvl Alexander, who then 
went to work for the purchasing 
concern, along with several other 
company experts. The Comptroiler’s 
report points to the obvious possi- 
bility of a conflict of interest in 
the handling of the sale. 

But even more important, the 
board of directors, according to its 
own protocols, had not been in- 
formed of the manager's intention 
to go to work for the prespective 
buyers. Yet it met after the deal 
was concluded to say that each of 
its members knew the purchasing 
soncern insisted on getting the 
manager’s services as part of the 
deal. 

Apait from this, however, the 
report points out the faulty manner 
in which the board of National 
Petroleum Company functioned in 
general In at least two instances, 
the company entered new areas of 
endeavour without a discussion or 
approval by the board. In many in- 
stances, the directors recelved tn- 
formation on important new agree- 
ments or activities only after these 
became fact — and it had voiced 
no objections to this procedure. 

There were also instances in 
which the manager alone had signed 
agreements for ol! searches with 
other firms abroad, even though an 
explicit board decision existed 
authorizing such agreements only 
on the signatures of two directors. 

The National Petroleum Com- 
pany, established in 1959 by the 
Government, was almost liquidated 
in 1965, after it had spent more 


than IL25m. in fruitless searches 
for oll and natural gas. However, 
the Treasury then decided to use 
the company as a financial tool 
for oll prospecting, while other 
firms would do the drilling work. 
it was then that its manager, Zvi 
Alexander, came into the picture. 

When the Ministerial Economic 
Committee. in 1968, accepted a pro- 
posal from the Treasury that the 
company work abroad (to secure 
off rights as a means of assuring 
Israel of a source of supply), it 
turned out the company had al- 
ready been doing this for several 
months prior to the decision By 
1968, the company had finished its 
last search in Israel. By 1973 it 
had acquired prospecting rights in 
four other countries, as well as five 
per cent interest in search rights 
in the North Sea. The Finance 
Ministry provided the bulk of the 
financing for these, 

In the course of 
abroad, the company established 
eight subsidiary companies (in 
whose names the oi! rights were 
registered), ali without receiving the 
required approval from the Minis- 
terial Committee. The creation of 
three of these companies was re- 
ported to the Committee after the 
fact. 
The sale of the company's rights 
abroad came after the company 
failed in an effort to interest in- 
vestors, or to obtain permission to 
seli shares in the U.S. Some firms 
with which it dealt apparently 
created problems in refusing joint 
search ventures because of Arab 
pressures. It thus sold its tights to 
a British concern for $i5m. — but 
has still not received most of this 
money. (Nevertheless, these rights 
cost the company $17m., and the 
gains from the sale more than cover 
the company’s losses.) 

Οὐδ irregularity covered by the 
Comptroller's report concerns the 
benefits given its workers (at the 


taxpayers’ expense). At the end of 
March, 1974, when the firm ‘had 


its activitles 


sold off its oil rights, it had 16 
employees — seven in 

positions, six geologists and three 
technical persons. Four of them 
were receiving annual salaries of 
between I140,000 and 1L70,000 — 
in addition to accounts, 
automobiles and telephone costs. 

The company had 10 vehicles, 
which had white plates (that is, 
purchased without taxes) and which 
were entitled to tax-free petro! 
under the law. Although the com- 
pany ceased to search for oil in 
Israel in 1969, it continued to en- 
joy these tax-free benefits until 
1972. Subsequently, by 1974, the 
number of automobiles was reduced 
to six. But these cars were at the 
disposal of the workers, both for 
work and for private use, with the 
worker paying ILi6 per month for 
the latter —- while the company 
paid for the petrol, Moreover, the 
workers’ families had access to 
these cars when the employees 
themselves were abroad, often for 
lengthy stays — for the same IL16, 
which covered petrol, repairs and 
maintenance. 

As to the trips abroad, according 
to the report, senior employees 
often travelled to negotiate, super- 
vise search work and recruit in- 
vestments. Apart from having their 
hotel and travel expenses covered, 
they received $20 to $40 per day to 
cover meals, plus additional reim- 
bursements for entertaining. (The 
implication, though the Comptroller 
does not say so explicitly, is that 
the expenses were inflated — for 
most of the countries involved.) 


There are aspects of the com- 
pany's operations which are still 
under study, the report says. What 
it does not say — and cannot, as 
8 matter of policy, say — is that 
there are even more aspects which 
have been withheld, as thelr publi- 
cation was forbidden by the Kues- 
set State Control Committee, in 
order not to hurt Israel’s oil in- 
terests.

Bank Leumi’s 
international operations were vit- 
tually unaffected by the Arab 
‘boycott last year, according to 
Ernest Japhet, the pank’s 

general manager. 

Holding a press conference on 
the occasion of the annual publica- 
tion οἵ the fank’s accounts yes- 
terday, Mr. Japhet said that BLL 
correspondenis around the world 
had stood by loyally since the Yom 
Kippur War. BLL had no problems 
in raiging required credits. Only on 
two occasions did branch offices of 
Far East banks decline to open 
documentary credits and both were 
reprimanded by their respective 
headquarters. 

The bank's consolidated baiance 
sheet showed an increase of 60

of monetary values from inflation 
and devaluation, but there wasalso 
a rise in terms of dollars, 

The BLL group also increased 
its share in deposits in local cur- 
rency (to 37 per cent) and in bank 
eredits outstanding in Israel pounds 
(also to 37 per cent}, though its 
shore in foreign currency credits 
declined somewhat.

ΦΈΡΟΝ CAIRO (OFNS). — 
AFTER TWO DECADES of virtual 
economic freeze-out, Western gov- 
ermnents, investors and business- 
men are returning in a ateady 
procession to Egypt. Impelled by 
the economic crisia in the indua- 
teialised world and reassured by 
ee a. Sadat's oven oe 
policy, are coming sear 
of good will and profits. Old enmi- 
ties, prejudices and grodges are 
being buried. 

Foreign investments in 1974 
amounted to $8,000 million, Prime 
Minister Abdul Aziz Hegazy an- 
nounced recently. Though a large 
proportion of this. came from Arab 
countries and Jran, posstbilitles 
and prospects for Western invest- 


- ments in Epypt today are better 


than at any time. 

France, wnose late Presideot de 
Gaulle mended bridges with Egypt 
and the Arabs in 1967, came early 
on to the scene. In the summer of 
1974 lt offered grante of about 
$42m. and a $64m. three-year cre- 
ait. 

French Gavernment missions 
were here in mid-1974 to sign 
agreements guaranteeing invest- 
ments in the country and to dis- 
uss participation in industrial and 
economic development plans. In- 
dustrialists and businessmen follow- 
ed to discuss specific projects in 
which France couki take part. 
These included, the modernization 
of Cairo’s te) wniecations sys- 
tem and links ‘with Alexandrin and 
the Suez Canal area. Talk of an

RELATIONS WITH BONN 


Relations between Egypt and 
West Germany were renewed in 
1972 after: an eight-year’ break. 
Most of the Arab world broke rel- 
ations with Bonn in 1964 when 
Germany decided to recognize 
Israel This interrupted a long 
perfod of good diplomatic relations 
between the two countries, dating 
back to World War JJ, when Egypt, 
eager for independence from the 
British, looked upon Germany as 4 
possible liberator. 

The official German = return 
began with a quiet diplomatic cam- 
paign in 1970, when German leaders 
visited Egypt and the Arab world, 
offering trade, investments and aid 
‘mn exchange for a revision of the 
diplomatic situation.

THE WEEKLY CONCERT of the 
Jerusalem Symphony Orchestra 
offered no less than two Bach piano 
concerti (father and son Carl 
Philipp Emanuel), a world pre- 
miere of an Israeli composition 
(Benzion Orgad’s “Suffering for 
Redemption”) and a repeat perfor- 
mance of Stravinsky's “Firebird,” 
heard only ἃ few days ago in a 
New Immigrants Concert (Jerus- 
alem Theatre, March 4). 

The second -performance of the 
“Firebird” was αὶ triumph for con- 
ductor Juan Pablo Isquierdo and 
the orchestra, who gaye a high- 
powered reading which brought 
out the best in all involved. 

Duo-pianists Bracha Eden and 
Alexander Tamir performed ΣῈ. 
Bach's Concerto in E-flat for Harp- 
sichord and Piano, bringing the 
different characteristics the 
keyboard instruments into relief 
and giving a sympathetic inter- 
pretation of this pleasant if not 
particularly ingenious work. Join- 
ed by Rami Bar-Niv, they then 
played the Concerto in D Minor for 
Three Pianos by J.S. Bach, their 
good team-work resulting m a 
flawless performance. The more 
metallic sound of Ram! Bar-Niv's 
playing may have been due to the 
instrument, but, in general, the 
three pianists worked together in 
harmony of purpose. 

Orgad’s newest work uses a 
soloist (Rema Samsonov, mezzo- 
Soprano), a women’s choir (a sec- 
tion of “Rinat National Choir) and 


a relatively small orchestra (part 
of the brass was placed at differ- 
ent spots in the hall to obtain 2 
space effect). Having a natural 
aversion to suffering, and not being 
convinced of redemption, I do not 
wish to judge the text (2 combin- 
ation of Ibn Gabirol and Recha 
Freier, according to the programme 
axplamations). The music is 
very economically applied, mainly 
based on small intervals. This re- 
sulted in harsh chordal textures, 
but the melodic line came out bold- 
ly when emotional exaltation de- 
manded it, and — 85 always with 
Orgad — his sincerity and total 
involvement convince the listener 
of the logic of his writing. Maestro 
Isquierdo, 2 Chilean conductor, 
again proved his masterly handling 
of contemporary scores, and the 
composer could not have asked for 
a better interpreter. Soloist and 
choral group met the demands im- 
posed and all members of the orth- 
estra, wherever placed, fulfilled 

their parts most satisfactorily. 
In the final “Firebird” Mr. Is- 
quierdo put his inspiring person- 
ality to the test and came ont with 
flying colours. He led the orches- 
tra in a most impressive perfor- 
™mance, and the audience responded 
with prolonged applause rarely ac- 
corded in these concerts. The con- 
ductor should be given more pro- 
grammes with purely orchestral 
works to give the orchestra and 
the public the maximum benefit of
